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Through  group  activities,  as  well  as  through  in- 
ividual  endeavors,  eighty-seven  young  people  have 
rown.  Their  growth  depended  on  their  subjects 
and  their  attitudes.  But  more  than  any  other  stimu¬ 
lus,  they  depended  on  people:  Those  from  whom 
they  learned  and  those  whom  they  helped  to  teach. 

Our  theme  is  that  stimulus — PEOPLE:  in  general 
as  well  as  in  particular.
